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Remarks 

The Final Office Action mailed 24 September 2002 has been received and reviewed as 
well as the Advisory Action date 17 March 2003. The above Amendments and the following 
Remarks are provided, in combination with a Request for Continued Examination, in response 
thereto. 

Claim 69 has been amended. Claims 79-86 have been added. Therefore, the pending 
claims include claims 22-62 and 69-86. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are 
respectfully requested in view of the above amendments and the below remarks. 

The 35 U.S.C. §102 Re jection 

The Examiner rejected claims 69-74 and 76-78 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being 
anticipated by Takubo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,448,451). Applicant respectfully traverses the 
Examiner's rejection and the arguments presented by the Examiner in the Advisory Action dated 
17 March 2003. However, to move the case to issuance, Applicant has amended claim 69 to 
clarify the language of the claim. 

The Examiner has indicated in the Advisory Action that nothing in the claim language 
indicates that the packaged individual circuit cannot have a "small overlap" with the opening 
(see Advisory Action, page 4) even though the language of the claim states that "each packaged 
individual circuit is formed in the substrate material adjacent the at least one opening." 

Although Applicant does not admit that the lack of overlap "is crucial" to every 
embodiment of the invention as described in the pending application, such non-overlap is 
evident in various embodiments shown in the Figures. 

Claim 69 has been amended to include language in a manner suggested by the Examiner. 
As such, claim 69 is not anticipated by Takubo et al. For example, Takubo et al. does not 
describe "one or more circuits formed in one or more of the circuit forming regions of the 
substrate material resulting in a packaged individual circuit in each of the one or more circuit 
forming regions, wherein each packaged individual circuit is formed in the substrate material 
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adjacent to and non-overlapping with the at least one opening. 

Further, in view of the dependency of claims 70-78 on claim 69, such claims are also not 
anticipated by Takubo et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 75 was objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim, but indicated as 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claim. Claim 75 has been rewritten as claim 79 and claims 80-86, which are similar 
to claims dependent on claim 69, have been added. As such, it is believed that claims 79-86 are 
in condition for allowance.
